out. In the recent hazing outburst the 
midshipmen most seriously injured was 
William Harry McGregor, a plebe, from 
Indiana, Pa., who was put through a 
stunt known as the ‘‘ knees stoop.’’

Move for Nomination of Can- 
didate for Presidency.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 11.—A de- 
mand that the delegates of the Workers’ 
Party of America be ‘‘ kicked out” of 
the convention hali precipitated a tu- 
multuous session today at the opening 
of the second National Conference for 
Progressive Political Action. The con- 
vention, which is attended by more than 
200 delegates, claiming to 
6,000,000 voters affiliated in the trade 
unfon and farmer-labor movement, was 
practically tied up by the obstructive 
tactics of the radical eléments, backed 
by a packed gallery of sympathizers. 

Apparently realizing that the stage had 
been set for a radical stampede, the 
more conservative labor leaders, consti- 
tuting the administration, succeeded in 
postponing until tomorrow final action 
on the clamorous radicals. At that time 
not only will the administration be con- 
fronted with the movement to seat the 
Workers’ Party's delegates but will also 
have to combat a strong movement now 
under way to have the convention estab- 
lish a separate labor, party and abandon 
the present non-partisan policy. 

The Credentials Committee, it was 
learned tonight, has for the second time 
decided not to seat the delegates of the 
Workers’ Party, which is now officially 
recognized as the Communists’ political 
labor party in this country, and will re- 
“ort accordingly to the conference, Ad- 
Aministration leaders declare that they 
will be sustained in unseating the radi- 
eal delegates and if necessary will 
“‘forcibly eject the Workers’ delegates 
from the hall.’ The four delegates of 
the Workers’ Party, who sat in the 
auditorium today, were C; E. Ruthen- 
burg, National Secretary; Ludwig Lore, 
editor of the Volks Zeitung, the German 
Cabel 
Harrison and William Dunn, former I. 
W. W. leader and editor of The Worker 
ef New York, the official organ of the 
Workers’ Party. 

Ruthenbureg’s demand to know why he 
and his delegates were not seated in the 
Credential Committee’s report opened 
the discussion which threw the conven- 
tion into an uproar. Former Congress- 
man Edward Keating of Colorado, now 
editor of Labor, the official organ of the 
railroad unions, rushed to the front of 
the stage and shouted: 

Calls Them Un-American. 

“*T’ll tell you why we don’t want rep- 
resentatives of the so-called Workers’ 
Party in the convention.”’ 

‘““Why!'' demanded Dennis Batt, head 
of the Proletarian Party, another Com- 
-munist body, who has been seated as a 
delegate from the Detroit Federation of 
Labor. 

‘* Because it is un-American and anti- 
labor—,’’ Mr. Keating began, but his / 
voice was then lost in a storm of hisses 
and jeers from the floor and the gal- 


-lery, 


** Those who jeer have no right in this 
convention,’’ Mr. Keating protested, 
turning to W. H. 
‘the International Association of Machin- 
ists, who presided. 

“This convention stands for the Con- 
stitution and the flag,’’ he added, disre- 
garding the uproar and clamor of the 
“yradicals, ‘‘and for that reason we are 
going to kick the Workers’ Party out of 
this convention—because it does not 
stand for the Constitution and the flag. 

‘**The Workers’ Party has been organ- 
ized for the purpose of disrupting the 
organized labor movement. In my opin- 
ion, it is managed by men representing 
the employer interests.”’

Express Confidence Allied 
Unity Will Be Preserved.

LONDON, Dec. 11.—The conference of 
the four Premiers in London adjourned 
today to meet again in Paris Jan. 2. 

In other words, the efforts to prepare 
the ground for a conference on repara- 
tions in which Germany is to have direct 
representation and which it had bees 
planned to hold at Brussels some time 
prior to Jan. 15, when the next reparations 
payment falls due, have not attained 
complete success, and Jan. 2 will witness 
another effort.to reach a more or less 
whole-hearted agreement. 

Once again the main rock upon which 
the London conference has split has bzs# 
the French attitude in regard to occu- 
pation of the Ruhr, which Poincaré 
wants as a “‘ protective guarantee ’’ that 
Germany will meet her obligations. 
Through French agencies it was report- 
ed this afternoon that M. Poincaré had 
definitely insisted on occupation of the 
Ruhr. Dispatches from Paria contained 
a corollary on this, namely, that Pre- 
mier Bonar Law had replied: 

‘If you believe it to be in your in- 
terest, go to the Ruhr by all means; but 
you will go there alone, for Great Brit- 
ain is not going with you.”’ 

Nor, it can be added, is Italy going to 
give full support to such drastic action, 
although .Premier Mussolini expressys 
the deepest sympathy with French ‘Tor, 
quirements. 

Meanwhile, .the London ‘conference haw 
done one definite thing: it has rejected 
unanimously the suggestions put .for- 
ward in the German note presented by 
Dr. Bergmann. 


Still Hope for Allied Unity. 


Both the French and Italian. Premiers 
let it be understood tonight that they 
would carry away with them a more 
hopeful view as to thé probability of 
continued united action by the Allies in 
the future. This is based on what ts de- 
clared ta be a difference in the Britisa 
attitude toward the proposals of the 
French and corresponding modifications 
of the tone in which the French have 
responded to the British criticisms. In 
other words, Mr. Bonar Law's attitude, 
it is suggested, has been more concilia- 
tory than was Mr. Lloyd George's. 

Mr. Bonar Law's view, it is learned, is 
that, while the conférence failed to reach 
an agreement mainly, over the Frenne. 
attitude concerning the Ruhr, the atmos+ 
phere of the discussions was friendly 
and cordial throughout. He has hopes 
that the Influence of what is taking 
place at Lausanne will have still more 
favorable reactions on Anglo-French re 
lations. 

The premiers were to have resumed 
their discussions at noon today after a 
meeting of the British Cabinet, which 
had been called to study Chancellor’ 
Cuno’s proposals, sent by Dr. Bergmann, 
who came to London with Herr Haven- 
stein. The British Cabinet meeting could 
not be got together as early as had been” 
hoped and so the Premiers’ conterence 
was postponed until the afternoon. The 
Cabinet met at 12 o’clock and Premier’ 
Bonar Law went down to the House of 
Commons after luncheon. He stayed 
there until after question time and was 
back in Downing Street to meet the vis- 
iting Premiers at 4:15 o’clock. Their 
meeting lasted until 6 o'clock. 


Official Communique’s Explanation. 


Shortly afterward the following com- 
muniqué was issued: 

“The Allied Prime Ministers have 
carefully examined the present position 
of the reparations problem as well as” 
the cognate question of interallied Euro- 
pean debts. The plan for an interim ar- 
rangement in regard to reparations stib- 
mitted by the German Chancellor was’ 
also considered, but was unanimously 
found to be unsatisfactory.

The present proposals were to constitute 
a bridge to the ultimate complete over-

LEAGUE IS GAINING, 
LEADERS DECLARE 


Edwards Tells London Meeting 
We Have Been Practicing Its 
Principles a Centary. 


LONDON, Dec. 11 (Associated Press). 
—Augustin Edwards, the Chilean Minis- 
ter to Great Britain; Lord Robert Cecil 
and John Robert Clynes, the labor lead- 
er, addressed a meeting under the au- 
spices of the British League of Nations 
Union this afternoon on the subject of 
the League. The hall was crowded and 
the speakers had a hearty reception. 

The Chilean Minister, who presided, 
said that the League now was in the 
position where its organization was com- 
pleted and the world was béginning to 
reap the harvest of its benefits. The 
League had reached that stage where it 
had shown the world that it was needed 


as the only means of insuring lasting 
peace, and the only means of bringing 
about disarmament. It was being ap- 
preciated more by the nations, whether 
they were members or not, and it was 
for the League to become the most vital 
force ,of order, and all nations would 
seek membership. 

Many did not realize the power of the 
League and demanded to see the benefits 
before they gave due credit, continued 
the Minister, but the time would soon 
come when these benefits would be 
recognized; then the League: would as- 
sume its rightful place as the tribupal 
of all nations. 

Referring to the Pan American Confer- 
ence, to be held in 1923, he explained 
that this All-American gathering did not 
conflict with the League, or with the 
obligations which the American mem- 
bers had contracted toward it. 

‘The essence of the lJLeague,’’ he 
added, ‘‘ is the spirit of co-operation and 
consolidation for peace. The idea of 
the Pan Americans is carried out by the 
League for the entire world. The League, 
which ig the conception of an American, 
extends to the whole world what Amert- 
cans have been practicing for a century. 

“Much has been said about a union of 
the League and- the Pan American Con- 
ference, but this is not necessary, be- 
cause of the community of their Chante.

BOTH CRY AGAINST VERDICT 


Woman Collapses In Dock—London 
Questions Whether She WIiIl 
Go to the Gallows.

LONDON, Dec. 11,—In the old Batley 
Court, hushed to a solemn Silence, the 
‘Jury in the Ilford murder trial this 
evening found Mrs, Edith Thompson and 
her young lover, Frederick Bywaters,' 
guilty of murdering the woman's hus- 
band, and both were sentenced to death. 

The jury, which included ‘one woman, 
were absent for two and a quarter hours 
considering their verdict, and when they 
returned to the Court the faces of some 
of them were white and drawn as 
though they had nerved themselves to 
@ stern and dreaded duty. . 

After a short pause Bywaters was 
brought from below and placed in the 
dock. He stepped firmly to the front 
of the dock, with his shoulders squared, 
glancing first at the jury and then at 
the Judge. Mrs. Thompson was in a 
pitiable state of collapse and had'‘to be 
almost carried into the dock by two 
wardresses. She crumpled into an ap- 
parently unconscious heap on a chair 
in the dock. 

When the jury pronounced their ver- 
dict of guilty upon him, Bywaters didn’t 
flinch or give any other sign of emotion, 
but when the same verdict was given 
against Mrs. Thompson a moan came 
from her lips as she sat in the dock, 
with head thrown back and eyes closed. 

When asked if he had anything to say, 
Bywaters turned toward Mrs. Thompson 
and replied in clear tones: 

‘‘ The verdict is wrong. Hdith Thomp- 
son is not guilty. I am no murderer; I 
am not an assassin."’ 

The Judge then read the formal sen- 
tence of death. Mrs, Thompson was 
quietly sobbing, in a faint and hysteri- | 
cal manner, when the sentence was re- 
peated in her case. Then, with eyes 
still closed, she cried in a broken voice: 

“TIT am not guilty. Oh, God, I am|

Mr, Justice Shearman took two hours 
in summing up the evidence. By way 
of preface to his analysis of the case 
he said: , 

“This charge is an ordinary, common 
charge against a wife and an adulterer 
of murdering the woman's’ husband.’’ 
He was amazed, he said, when he heard 
it suggested that never before in the 
history of crime had any one been 
charged with murder when he or she 
was not the person who took a hand 
in inflicting the blow. These cases were 
not uncommon, he asserted; history 
was full of cases in which husbands in 
order to marry some one else wanted to 
get rid of their wives, and wives for 
the similar: purpose to get rid of their 
husbands. n the interest of the fair 
sex it must be admitted, he sald, that 
it was more often the man who was in 
that position. t 

He said the jury were trying a diffi- 
cult case, to which they must apply the 
ordinary .principles of common sense. 
They had been told that this was a case 
of great love, and they had ‘had for 
days, both in speeches and in questions, 
reference to this. The jury should, 
however, not allow themselves to be 
influenced by the atmosphere of the 
case. 


Denounces Aspersion on Marriage. 


In one of her letters; the judge 
recalled, the woman prisoner had writ- 
ten ‘‘he (the husband) has the right 
by law to all that you have the right 
to by nature and by love.’’ 

“‘Tf that nonsense means anything,”’ 
commented the Judge, ‘‘it means that 
the love of a husband for his wife is 


something improper because the mar- 
riage is recognized by law; that illicit 
love, the Icve of a woman that is clan- 
destine for her lover is something grand 
and noble. I think you will feel disgust 
But your feelings 
of disgust will not run away with you.”’ 

After concisely explaining to the jury 
the law regarding murder and man- 
slaughter, Mr. Justice Shearman dealt 
with the actual evidence regarding the 
commission of the crime by the male 
prisoner, Bywaters. He then took up 
the case of Mrs. Thompson. If the jury, 
he said, came to the conclusion that 


& murder was committed by Bywaters, 


the question then would arise, was the 
woman a party to it’? Was it an 
arranged thing between them’? 
woman asked a man to murder another 
man, and she believed he would do it, 
and he actually did it, then she also was 
guilty of murder, the Judge declared. 
If Mrs. Thompson had told Bywaters 
that evening to be there that 
night, sgw him there under her direc- 
tions aml information, and knew per- 
féctly well that he was there to murder, 
then the question arose of aiding and 
abetting, which meant giving help’ to 
murder. 

The evidence showed that Bywaters 
and Mrs. Thompson met at 5:30 in the 
afternoon of the day on which Thompson 
was killed, and at 12:30 the husband was 
lying dead. Two minutes after the mur- 
der happened Mrs, Thompson was shield- 
ing the man, and was not speaking the 
truth.

The last to suffer this fate was Mrs. 
Rhoda Willis, baby farmer and mur- 
deress, who was executed in Cardiff 
Jail on Aug. 14, 1907. ’ 

If the Ilford murder trial had taken 
place 150 years ago, the Judge would, in 
all probability, have dealt with Mrs. 
Thompson by having her body burned 
after hanging at the galiows. In those 


days of ruthless justice ‘such was’ the 
fate of & woman convicted of husband 
murder, a crime that was regarded as 
petty treason and punished accordingly. 
Until the law, was altered in 1793 there 
were many women who paid this penalty 
for taking a short cut to widowhood. It 
was the rule inj such cases that stran- 
gulation should come first, but in that 
of at least one of the -women 80 con- 
demned, Catherine Hayes, in 1725, the 
executioner dropped the rope too soon, 
and the woman was literally burned 
alive in the presence of a great crowd. 
Today all this is changed, and a sen- 
tence to death only is the sole penalty 
which a Court can pass upon a man or 
woman found guilty of murder. 

This sentence in Mrs. Thompson's 
case may prove to be but a grim for- 
mality cf the law. Women are not ex- 
empt from the hangman's rope, but it is 
such a considerable’ time since a wo- 
man wags sent to the gallows that it is 
a matter for speculation as to whether 
the death penalty will be enforced in 
this case. Since Mrs. Rhoda Willis 
was hanged, many women have passed 
through the ordeal of the death sen- 
tence, but in no case has the extreme 
penalty been enforced. 

For another sensational crime of pas- 
sion for which a woman was found 
guilty, one has to go back to 1889, to 
the famous case of Mrs. Maybrick, who 
was condemned for the murder of her 
husband, by polsoning him with arsenic. 
Mrs. Maybrick was not executed, but 
it was not her sex that saved her from 
the scaffold. The gallows head already 
been erected for her in Walton jail, 
when the death sentence was. commuted 
to penal servitude for life. The reason

An Increase of 600 Per Cent. in 
Pre-War Prices Nearly Elim- 
inates Poorer Classes. |

‘With proper governmental control 
and regulation we should thus soon have 
a new sound financial system —- 
mental to the present one, but inde- 
pendent in its administration, which 
would free the farmer from many of 
the present credit restrictions of which 
he so justly complains. Like a big busi- 
ness, the farmer would be able to either 
get his credit from the Federal Reserve 
system, as at gee or by going out 
into the general credit markets as well 
organized as those with whom he has to 
compete, 

“The initial capital of the new sys- 
tem could be obtained out of the lqul- 
dation of the War Finance Corporation. 
Assuming that the new system would 
have a capital of $50,000,000 to $100,000,- 
000—to be increased if found necessary— 
and the right to issue its own obliga- 
tions to the amount of ten times its 
capital, you can readily see how, in 
addition to the present credit facilities, 
the farmer would be well taken care of 
and could have no just cause for com- 
plaint in respect to credit. 

‘“‘The country should be divided ‘nto 
regions for the establishment of the 
regional loan institutions somewhat on 
the basis of the Federal Land banks and 
the Federal Reserve system. Each suit- 
able locality within each of these regions 
should form its own a ng soap for 
the purpose of dealing with the regional 
institution. 

“Tt is not necessary and might be 
confusing for me to go into an elabo- 
ration of the details of the method of 
creating and administering such a sys- 
tem as I am recommending.

KERR BACKS CLEMENCEAU. 


Lioyd George’s Ex-Secretary Dis- 
putes Him on Rhine Charges.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Deco. 11.— 
Georges Clemenceau's refutation of the 
lloyd George statement concerning 
France's alleged desire to annex the 


left bank of the Rhine is upheld by 
Philip Kerr, former private secretary 
to Mr. Lloyd George, who spoke tonight 
at a meeting of the Contemporary Club 
‘in the Bellevue-Stratford. 

The subject under discussion was: 
| “ Are we drifting toward another World 
Var? ’’ The speakers, in addition to 
Mr. Kerr, were M. K. Zia Bey, whose 
father was ‘Turkish Ambassador to 
Italy, and Arthur Bullard, editor of 
Our World. 

Chief interest in the meeting centred 
in Mr. Kerr's lifting of the veil on the 
workings of the ‘‘ Big Three”’ at the 
Versailles conference Tn 1919 at which 
time he was Secretary to Mr. Lloyd 
George. 

Mr. Kerr, although refuting the Lloyd 
George charge concerning the desire of 
the ench at the peace conference to 
annex German territory, made it plain 
that the letter of their wishes amounted 
to just such a seizure. 

‘*M. Clemenceau is perfectly right in 
that the French view was not annexa- 
tion of the Rhine frontier,” he said. 
“They, the French, thought that human 
nature would not change. France was 
invaded twice by Germany in fifty 
years. They thought it was apt to hap- 
pen again unless we could make ar- 
rangements to prevent it. 

“The plan they advocated was to 
leave the Rhine provinces a part of Ger- 
man teritory, but to separate them polit- 
ically. The French desired that in the 
.occupied area the railroads and bridge- 
heads be under allied control... The re- 
sult of sych an arrangement would be to 
provide France with a big barrier which 
Germany would have to clear before in- 
vading again. 

“They wanted the next invasion to 
start from the other side of the Rhine. 
The next time they wanted German sgoil 
invaded--not French.”’

When the results of the wine harvest 
in Algiers and Tunis are added to that 
of France the total wine yield for this 
year will reach 76,000,000 hectoliters.

Mr. Bryan, who went to the Capitol, 
had talks with several Dempcratic Sena- 
tors besides: Mr. La Follette. He said 
that his particular business was in the 
interest of having the proposed amend- 
ment modified: 

A proposal to submit to the States an 
amendment changing the method of the 
election of President and Vice President 
is now before thd Senate with a. favor- 
able endorsement from the Committee on 
Agriculture. ~A_ resolution practically 
similar to it. is being considered by 
the Committee on the Judiciary.

MRS. BRUNEN’S TRIAL 
FOR MURDER OPENS 


With Brother, Harry Mohr, She 
Faces Jury for Circus 
Man’s Death. 


TO CALL CONFESSED SLAYER 


Prosecutor to Show That Powell 
Was Mohr’s Debtor—Accused 
Woman Sobs In Court.

MOUNT HOLLY, N, J., Dec. 11.—Mrs. 
Doris Brunén and her brother, Harry C. 
Mohr, were placed on trial here today 
for the murder of her, husband, ‘‘ Hon- 
ést John ’’ Brtinen, a circus owner. The 
jury was completed within five hours, 
and before Justice Samuel Kalisch of 
the Supreme Court, at 5 o’clock this 
afternoon, announced an adjournment 
of the trial until 9:30 tomorrow morn- 
ing, Prosécutor Jonathan H. Kelsey had 
placed five of the 110 State witnesses 
on the stand.

WILL CLOSE WITH DINNER 


Senator New of Indiana and Irvin

Resolutions asking Congress to pass a 
bill providing for public shooting 
grounds and game refuges protecting 
migratory birds were. passéd yesterday 
by, the ninth National Game Confer- 
ence, in session at the Waldorf Hotel. 
The particular purpose of the bill, which 
is now before the Housé as “H. R. 
5823,"’ is to provide hunting ground for 
the individual who fis not able t be- 
long to an exclusive club or purchase 
land of his own on which to hunt and 
fish. The bill also provides an annual 
license tax of $1 for shooting migfatory 
birds. It is anticipated that this will 
establish a yearly fund of more than 
$2,000,000 for the purchase of suitable 
land and waters for the purposes of the 
act. 

A plea for the *‘ one gallus man,” as 
he styled the individual sportsman of 
modest means who is unable to belong 
to an exclusive club or purchase land 
of his own on which to hunt and fish, 
was made by M. D. Hart, Secretary of 
the Virginia Department of Game and 
Inland Fisheries, The bill now before 
the House would furnish shooting 
grounds for that man, he said. The 
idea set forth in the bill was one of the 
hobbies of Theodore Roosevelt when he 
was chairman of the Advisory Council 
of the American Game Protective Asso- 
ciation. 

Statistics read at the conference 
showed that there was a greater inter- 
est in shooting game during the war 
than before or after. In gpite of the 
face that the war took. many men 
to foreign battlefields, more hunting 
licenses were taken out during that pe- 
riod than ever before. The widespread 
use of firearms and the faet that in 
sparsely populated sections the inhab- | 
itants were forced to shoot game for 
food were given as reasons,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11,~The ‘little 
arms conference '’ of Central American 
Republics struck a snag today when the 
Costa Rican delegates announced their 
resignations for the stated reason that 
they do not have the full confidence of 
their Government. They feel that their 
dignity has been: injured by an inter- 
view given by Sefior Miguel Obregon, 
acting Minister of Foreign Affairs of 
Costa Rica, published in a San Jose 
newspaper. 

Their Government at first refused to 
accept the resignations and President 
Acosta, expressed regret for what had 
taken place, but this did not satisfy 
the delegates, who declined to with- 
draw the resignations, which have now 
been accepted. 

The Costa Rican delegates are Sefior 
Don Jose Andras Coronado and Sefior 
Don Octavio Beeche. Dr. Coronado has 
been Minister for Foreign Affairs and 
Sefior Beeche has been Costa Rican 
Minister to the United States. Sefiot 
Beeche has also been in charge of the 
Salvadorean legation in Washington 
since Oct. 8, 1920, because Salvador dur- 
ing that period has been without is own 
Minister here. He has notified Salvador 
of hia action, asking for instructions 
regarding the affairs of its legation. 


Conference Sessions Held Up. 


The immediate effect of the resigna- 
tions has been to halt the formal ses- 
sions of the Central American confer- 
ernece. Adjournment has beén taken un- 
til Monday, when it is expected that new 
delegates will have arrived from Costa 
Rica,

Felt Dignity Was Affronted, 


“With regard to the proposition that 
the Costa Rican Goversanent made to 
Sefior Ricardo Jiminez,”’ read a state- 
ment issued this afternoon by Sefiors 
net and Beeche concerning their 
| resignations, ‘*to accept charge of the 
| delegatton to the Central American con- 
ference of Washington, along with 
Sefiors Dr. José A, Coronado, Minister 


of Foreign Affairs, and Dr. Octavio 
Beeche, Minister of Costa Rica in the 
| United States, a newspapér of San José 
| published an interview with Sefior Miq- 
uel Obregon, in charge temporarily of 
| the office of Foreign Affairs during 
the absence. of Sefior Coronado. 

‘Sefior Coronado and Beeche judge 
that the time and the form in which 
they made the proposition to BSefior 
| Jiminez and the terms of the interview 
| Siven by Sefior Obregon were injurious 
ito their dignity and showed lack of 
confidence on the part of the Govern- 
ment in its delegates, and for this reason 
they resigned by cable to President 
Acosta, relating the terms of the inter- 
view. President Acosta answered im- 
mediately, assuring Sefiors Coronado and 
Beeche that they had the full confidence 
of the Government, and that the Presi- 
dent was extremely sorry for what had 
taken place, and, denying the sugges- 
tions contained in the newspapers, he 
begged them to reconsider | their resig- 
nations, 

‘This apology did not satisfy Sefiors 
Coronado and Beeche, because even if it 
did assure them of the full confidence 
of the President it did not state that 
acting Secretary Obregon would correct 
the suggestions of his interviews. 
Neither did Secretafy Obregon telegraph 
any excuse as to why he had given the 
interview. 

“For this reason they insisted that 
their resignations could not be with- 
drawn, and asked the President immedi- 
ately to name the persons :to succeed 
them. The President then telegraphed 
again, stating that he accepted the resig- 
nations, thus completing the action of 
Sefiors Coronado and Beeche, which he 
deplored.”’

BASEBALL SEASON 
TO OPEN APRIL 18 


Tohnson Says This Will Probably 
Be Date for Major Leaguers 
—Cobb Retains Hit.

| CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—Confusion that 
has existed because of the uncertainty 
regarding the opening of the major 
league baseball season in 1923 was par- 
| tially cleared up today when Ban Jobn- 
{gon, American League President, said 
that April 18 would probably be de- 
cided upon at the meetings in New 
York. 

Practically all the clubs have_ been 
more or less undecided as to their Spring 
lexhibition dates because -of doubt over 
ithe regular season. First April 17 was 
named. This was discovered to be Tues- 
day, not regarded as a proper opening 
Gate. Next came sentiment in favor of 
sticking to the old date, April 11, Now 


ling the season one week later than 
usual. This means April 18. 

The American League clubs advocate 
a later opening than usual because of 
park construction. The Yankees need 
all the time possible for their new sta- 
dium, and Detroit faces a similar prob- 
lem. 

When asked what he would do about 
the protest filed by the New York base- 
ball writers over the fact that’.Ty Cobb 
had been given a hit that had originally 
been scored an error, Johnson replied 
that there was nothing he could do. 
Cobb got the extra hit, thus giving him 
a .401 batting average, because The As- 
sociated Press box score was used in the 
absence of the official scorer’s report. 

Johnson issued the following statement: 


Irwin Howe, American Le e stat- 
isticilan, has no authenticated official 
score of game of May 15 (Detroit vs. 
Yankees at New York.) Last Spring 
an agreemeent was entered into with 
The Associated Press that its repre- 
sentatives should co-operate with the 
official scorers in all cities in order 
that its service might have the official 
stamp. This provision was carried out 
in the game in. question and Cobb 
credited with a hit. If a change was 
made it was without notice to The 
Associated Press.

RED SOX IN 1923 


“Peerless Leader” Signs a One-! 
Year Contract With Frazee’s 
Boston Club. 


Frank Chance is back in baseball. He 
signed a one-year contract yeaterday to 
manage the Boston Red Sox next season 
as successor to Hugh Duffy, and last 
night the ‘‘yPeerless Leader’’ of the 
old-time Cubs, returned once more to 
the game, receiving the hearty con- 
gratulations of baseball’s moguls, here 


for the annual meetings of the major 
leagues. r 


** 1 Just couldn’t stay away from base- 
ball,’’ was all Chance had.to say. Harry 
Frazee, the Boston owner, who signed 
him to a contract in the magnate’s 
theatrical office in this city, was all 
rmiles, and he announced that the sal- 
ary will make Chance one of the highest 
paid managers in baseball. Chance 
bought no interest in the club, however, 
at it had been reported that he would. 

Chance arrived from California yester- 

day morning, and in the early afternoon 
he was closeted with Frazee. According 
to Chance’s friends, he insisted on a 
free hand in running the club and full 
authority in rebuilding the team and 
making trades. Frazee promptly agreed 
to this, and the contract was then 
signed. 
/ It is probable that Chance will appear 
on the coaching lines in uniform, but 
he has passed the age at which he 
could engage in actual play. 


Frazee made the following statement 
yesterday: ‘‘ The signing of Chance as 


on @ rebuilding of the Boston team. 
We intend to make every effort to con- 
struct the best possible team by trades 
and purchases. At present we have sev- 
eral deals pending, and {t is possible 
that they will be completed,at the league 
meetings this week. 

“Chance is enthusiastic over his re- 

entrance into baseball, and he believes 
that the Red Sox can be made again 
& pennant factor. I have given him full 
authority.”’ 
The announcement was not unexpected 
for it had been rumored for several 
weeks that Chance would be the man to 
lead the Red Sox out of the baseball 
wilderness. Recently he sold his“ranch 
and other real estate interests at Glen- 
dora, Cal., and this was taken to mean 
that he was preparing to come East, re- 
enter baseball and make his home in 
this section of the country. Chance 
yesterday confirmed the fact that he will 
probably live in the East. 

During the 1922 world’s geries Frazee 
and Chance conferred in this city, and 
negotiations were begun at that time. 
However, the name of Bill Carrigan was 
also mentioned as a possible appointee, 
and it was not until recently that Car- 
rigan eliminated himeelf as a possibility. 

or slightly less than two years 
Chance was manager of the Yankees. 
After fifteen years as manager of the 
Cubs, Chance resigned in 1913 and was 
added to the roster of the Cincinnati 
Reds. It was his intention, however, to 
retire to_his California orange grove, 
but the Yankees offered him a salary 
said to have been $40,000 a year for 
three years and he came here ag man- 
ager in the Spring of 1913. 

he ‘* Peerless Leader,’’ however, did 
not have much success ‘with the High- 
landers. They finished seventh {n 1913 
and sixth in 1914. On Sept. 10 of the 
latter year, following friction with the 
club owners and several players, he re- 
signed and Roger Peckinpaugh was 
named manager for the remainder of the 
season. 

Since that time he has had no connec- 
tion with baseball except for a short 
service in 1916 as part owner of the Los 
Angeles team of the Pacific Coast 
League. 

Chance is 45 years old and was born 
in Fresno, Cal., in 1877. After playing 
baseball at Washington College, Irving- 
ton, Cal., he became a_ professional, 
against the wishes of his family, play- 
ing first with a semi-pro club of Sulll- 
van, Ill., and tn 1808 joining the Chicago 
Cubs as a catcher. 

It was with the Cubs 
attained his greatest 
Frank Selee retired as manager and 
Chance succeeded him. In 1906 the Cubs 
won their first pennant since 1886, and 
repeated in 1907 and 1908, also in 1910. 
In two of the four world’s’ series 
Chance’s team was successful. Chance 
played at first base all this time, and 
he was a powerful batter, an excellent 
base stealer and a good fielder, besides 
bein one of the most dynamic and 
py leaders in tthe history of 
baseball. 

After the Cubs had reached their hey- 
day in 1910 Chance’s fortunes dwindled 
somewhat. He had trouble with Charles 
W. Murphy, then owner of the Cubs, and 
this finally culminated in Chanco’s 
leaving {in 1912 the team on which he 
had found such fame and success. 

As a manager Chance was a strict 
disciplinarian and a daring strategist. 
He ruled by force of example as well as 
by his dominant personality. In Bosaon 
he will tackle the same problem that 
baffled him in New York—that of re- 
building an apparently hopeless second- 
division team.

WEAVER’S APPEAL 
DENIED BY LANDIS 


Player’s Own World's Series 
Admissions Forbid Reinstate- 
ment, Baseball Head Rules. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—It was announced 
from. the office of K. M. Landis, com- 
missioner of baseball, today, ‘that 
George Weaver, former star third base- 
man of the Chicago White Sox had 
beén denied reinstatement. Weaver 
was one of those dropped as a result 
of the scandal in which it was charged 
certain baseball players and outsiders 
plotted to throw the 1919 world’s series 
championship to Cincinnati. He always 
has maintained his innocence regarding 
the series, he told Commissioner Landis 
in his application. 


Commissioner Landis in his decision 
said: ’ 


Indictments were returned against 
certain members of the team, includ- 
ing Weaver. On the trial of this 
case, & witness for the prosecution 
fave what he claimed was a detailed 
account of his meeting with. the in- 
dicted men and arranging with them 
for the throwing of the world’s series 
games, 

The report showed that Weaver Was, 
present in court during the testimony 
of this witness, who most specifically 
stated that Weaver was present at 
the conference, and yet the case went 
to the jury without any denial from 
Weaver from the witness stand. 

If the incriminating evidence was 
false, the baseball public had a right 
to Weaver’s deniak under oath. Of 
course, it {s-true that a verdict of not 
guilty was rendered in Weaver's fa- 
vor. It was also Mkewise true that 
the same jury returned the same ver- 
dict in favor of Cicotte, Claude Wil- 
ieee and i= Jackson, 

Teaver denies he had anythin 
do with the conspiracy hs allege fe 
the confessions, which were introduced 
at the trial. However, his own. ad- 
missions forbid his reinstatement. 

Weaver always has maintained his 
innocence regarding the series, he told 
Commissioner Landis in his application.

The charity receipts of $120,000 from 
the secOnd game of the late “world’s 
series, which was called at the end of 
the tenth inning, will be dividea among 
various charities on or before the 20th 
of this month.

Columbla’ Again Names Him as 
Cross-Country Captain. 


The re-election of Bob Moore as Cap- 
tain of the Columbla cross-country team 
was atnounced yesterday following a 
meeting of the varsity squad. Moore 
was only a junior when first elected 
head of the Blue and. White team, and 
therefore he has still another year of 
competition left. 

His .work this year, although not up 
to expectations, “was next to that of 
Walter Higgins, Columbia’s great dis- 
tance .star, who finished first in. the 
intercollegiate cross-country champion- 
ship at Van Cortlandt Park. In: that 
same race Moore disappointed his friends 
by finishing twenty-third, but earlier in 
the season he was in a tie for first place 
in the run for metropolitan colleges, and 
in the quadrangular meet. with Dart- 
mouth, Pennsylvania and Cornell he fin- 
ished a good third...

of the Lawn Tennis Association, for de- 
faulting to Spain in the Davis Cup 
matches last Summer, for rigidly adher- 
ing to their recognition only of the win- 
ners of the Wimbledon tournament as 
world champions, despite the American 
protests, and for failure to. extend~an 
official welcome to the Harvard-Yale 
players who visited England during the 
past seaso; 

The meeting was attended by more 
than 400 delegates, representing all sec- 
tions of the United Kingdom, and in the 
eleetions to the governing council. the 
critics of the old régime won some of 
the seats away from those who have 
ruled the game here for years. 

A. Wallis Myers, noted tennis critic, 
led the attack against the older mem- 
bers of the council. He declared Amer- 
fea was anxious and willing to co-op- 
erate with the British association in the 
matter of settling the world’s champion- 
ships. reminding the association that the 
Wimbledon tournaments, being of inter- 
national character, depended upon the 


cordiality of relations maintained with 
the governing bodies of the foreign 
countries, 


Lord Desborough Explains. 


At the opening of the session, Lord 
Desborough, President of the associa- 
tion, declared he recognized the dissatis- 
faction over the default of the British 
Isles team to the Spanish fn last Sum- 
mer’s Davis Cup matches, but said the 
council thought that as the Spaniards 
were a néw team, and anxious to go to 
America, it would be “‘ hard on Spain 
to put our best.team against them.”’ 

Mr. Myers then termed the default 
‘*a humiliating surrender, for the first 
time in the history of English Davis 
Cup teams,”” and, answering a remark 
that the British were financially handi- 
capped, read a letter from Captain Alon- 
so of the Spanish team saying’ that the 
Spanish organization had an income of 
only £40 annually and that the team 
was helped to America by advances 
from the American association. 

‘* America got her (Spain) out of her 
difficulties after Britain had gotten her 
in,’ Mr. Myers remarked... He then read 
an excerpt from an Australian news- 
paper quoting Gerald L. Patterson, Cap- 


tain of the Australasian team. as. saying 
upon his return home: 


English Reception Casual, 


‘In contrast to the casual official. re- 
ception in England of the Australasian 
Davis Cup team, fhe welcome in Amer- 
ica made us feel at home.”’ 

Continuing, the speaker declared that 
the Cambridge and Oxford tennis play- 


ers were given a great reception in 
America, but that when the Yale and 
Harvard men returned the visit an atti- 
tude of official aloofness an the part of 
the federation was observed throughout 
the visitors’ tour of the British Isles. 

A. D. Stock, Secretary of the Hockey 
Association, diagnosed the case of the 
members of the council as “‘having 1908 
minds in 1922,’’ his reference being con- 
nected with the counctil’s long tenure 
of office. Defending the council, H. G. 
Monckton, its Vice President, advocated 
continued adherence to the policy of 
recognizing only Wimbledon winners as 
world champions. Recalifhg that Eng- 
land was given the right of the matches 
in perpetuity when the International 
Federation was formed at a meetin; 
America officially declined to attend, 
Mr. Monckton said: 

‘The English at that meeting thought 
if they did not put the championships 
in their pocket somebody else would, 
and somebody else probably would have 
got it by this time. Now you reformers 
want to throw it back to the dogs. > 

Regarding aloofness toward the visit- 
ing American collegians, Mr. Monckton 
said: ‘We were never inyited to go 
down to the train and welcome them. 
You see, that’s the awful fact. There 
is nothing about welcoming teams in 
the constitution.” 

Mr. Monckton assured the delegates of 
his belief that the Engilsh federation 
soon would come to a happy agreement 
with the Americans.

AVOIDING EXTREMES. 


The London Conference of the Allied 
Premiers has adjourned till Jan. 2, 
because it could come to no present 
Apparently, England and 
Belgium sought to take a mediating 
position. Mr. Bonar Law would not 
accept either of the extremes offered 
to the conference. The proposal of 
the German Government was rejected 
as being too indefinite; on the other 
hand, the French demand was not en- 
dorsed because it was far too definite. 
The French Government had made it 
clear some time ago that it would 
consent to no moratorium for Ger- 
many unless it held in its own hands 
the most positive “ guarantees ’’ that 
Germany would ultimately pay. This 
was understood to mean a further 
military occupation of German terri- 
tory. To such a step the new British 
Government declined to lend its sanc- 
tion. 

To understand the precise program 
and the firm resolve with which M. 
PorncaRE went to London it is neces- 
sary only to read an article in the 
semi-official Temps of Nov. 26. It 
was entitled “France Will Have 
What She Takes.” It was a long ex- 
position of German promises broken 
and French hopes frustrated. The 
conclusion was that France must en- 
force her rights. She 
friendly toward the idea of an inter- 
national loan in aid of Germany, but 
must insist on some valid security that 
Yermany will in the end make the 
reparations payments to which she had 
pledged herself. Her word or her 
bond would not be enough. The final

UNRIVETING THE CHAINS. 


Go to, weep and howl. Shantung 
has been restored to China. It is a 
dark day for both the Boanerges boys, 
JOHNSON and Borat, Three years 
ago they were talking blithely about 
America’s ‘‘ guaranteeing the spoils of 
infamous imperialism ’’ and ‘‘ riveting 
‘* the chains of tyranny on millions of 
‘* human beings.’’ Japan had promised 
to give Shantung back, but the Sena- 
tors knew better. Did anybody ever 
give anything back? 

Well, Japan has given Shantung 
back. It took a good deal of argu- 
ment and negotiation, of course, at 
the Washington conference; but there 
was no real pressure on Japan. Many 
things have been done by Japanese 
Governments in the past year to {m- 
prove Japan's foreign relations, but 
with the exception of naval limitation 
and the Four-Power Treaty they have 
all gone back as those measures go 
back in part—merely to an enlightened 
self-interest. The Japanese have un- 
done a tremendous amount of ancient 
error in the past year, have turned 
their back on. any number of mis- 
taken policies. That fact ought to be 
remembered, and ought in honesty to 
be mentioned by the eminent states- 
men who were so sure Japan would 
never keep her promise that they are 


a demonstration of China’s impotence, 
the situation at Tsing-tao could not 
have arisen if China possessed a strong 
Government. The bandits had to be 
hired as police, to replace the none too 
vigilant force which they kidnapped, 
and got an extra donation of $100,000 
jas a bonus for not taking the oppor- 
tunity to loot.

New York City’s housing 
and traffic problems would be much 
easier of solution if the Empire State 
| extended to thé Delaware. It is to be 
supposed that Dr. Harriss visualizes 
the future metropolis in a grand man- 
ner in order to fix attention upon the 
urgency of planning relief for a traffic 
congestion that is already a nightmare 
in a city of less than 6,000,000 people. 

The immediate question is what can 
be done to keep our motor vehicles 
going and to protect pedestrians. Dr. 
Harriss, who is a practical man when 
he deals with the city as it is, pro- 
|; poses as a remedy for present street 
conditions the construction of spa- 
cious crosstown boulevards with pro- 
vision underneath them for the park- 
ing of cars. As the cost in the aggre- 
gate would be great, he proposes a 
beginning with a thoroughfare in the 
worst congested district, between For- 
ty-second Street and Fifty-ninth. It 
would be 860 feet wide, necessitating 
wreckage of buildings on both sides 
from river to river: sixty feet for the 
two sidewalks, ‘one hundred feet for 
ordinary eastbound traffic and one 
hundred feet for westbound, with one 
hundred feet in the middle, divided for 
west and east bound express traffic. 
The express traffic would pass under 
north and south bound streets, 
ramps to a Sixth Avenue elevated ex- 
press highway and to a Park Avenue 
viaduct. The Deputy Commissioner’s 
estimate of the cost of the condemna- 
tion of houses, land and construction 
is $70,000,000, which seems: to be 
optimistic. As a matter of fact, no 
one can know what the cost would be. 
The real estate ‘*‘ promoters ’’ would 
have something to say about it. Pres- 
ent assessments can hardly be taken 
as a safe basis. 

Utterly to decry the scheme would 
be captious. Something must soon be 
done to free the city from the tentacles 
of motor transportation, and anybody 
with a rational idea should have the 
floor. Dr. Harriss renders a public 
service by opening the debate. He has 
made an intensive study of the prob- 
lem, and bas already eased the traffic 
glut by his watch-towers and crossing 
regulations. He would also do some- 
thing to keep the taxicab ‘‘ cruisers ’’ 
in check.

Under the Constitution, the President 
will have no such sweeping powers as 
Marshal PILSUDBKI exercised in the 
period of transition. The most plausi- | 
ble report from Warsaw has it that 
the prospect was not sufficiently 
tempting for Prtsupsk1; if he is going 
into retirement he would rather make 
it a real retirement than the dignified 
inactivity of a constitutional President. 
But, so far as can be judged from 
probabilities (the ballot being secret), 
the votes. cast for NaRuToOWwICzZ are 
those which would have been cast for 
PILSUDBSKI. 

The new President is an engineer. 
From 1908 to 1920 he was Professor 
of Hydrotechnics at the Zurich Poly- 
technic Institute. So long was his 
sojourn abroad that many regarded 
him as denationalized. But he was 
called back in 1920 as Minister of 
Public Works in the Grabski Cabinet, 
a position which he filled in several 
succeeding Ministries; then, when 
PILSUDSKI’S opposition last year 
forced out KONSTANTY SKIRMUNT, one 
of the ablest of Polish Foreign Mints- 
ters, NARUTOWICZ succeeded him. 
Politically he belongs to the Left; 
but in the last few months the Polish 
Deft has been compelled to follow the 
foreign policy first laid down by the 
Right, a policy which makes Poland 
one of the stabilizing elements in 
Eastern Europe.

The result was unfortunate in 
that the blo¢e of minority nationalities 
holds the balance of power in Parlia- 
ment, but it is something at least that 
the minorities take part instead of 
staying out, as the Croats have till 
lately stayed out-of the Jugoslav 
Parliament, or coming in only to make 
trouble as the German nationalists 
have done in Czechoslovakia. Little 
more than two years ago the Russian

the annexation of Poland. This elec- 
tion, whatever else may be thought of 
it, has proved that the Polish State 
is politically stable. It is to be hoped 
that the new tendencies in foreign 
policy will still guide the Government, 
and that the energies of the people 
will be turned more and more toward 
the economic reconstruction of a po- 
tentially wealthy and powerful coun- 
try.

TAXATION OF A SURPLUS. 


Not Right, Since It Is Not Money 
“or Its Ready Equivalent. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have been following the public dis- 
cussion about stock dividends and cor- 
Porate financing. The address in St. 
Louis of A. C. Bedford, President of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
so fully reported in THE Times, is the 
clearest explanation, to my mind, that 
has so far appeared with reference to 
this much misufhderstood subject, but 
there is one point that has not been 
clearly set forth. 

A huge surplus fn a corporate state- 
ment is visualized in the lay mind as 
excess, idle cash or impounded wealth, 
and so a special tax objective. But it-is 
@ paradox that, ‘in most instances, ex- 
cepting perhaps financial institutions, 
surplus is not money or its ready equiv- 
alent. In an active industrial corpora- 
tion surplus, like the rain, is absorbed 
day to day in order that tomorrow's 
output or crop may be more abundant. 
Physically, the surplus that was cash 
when earned is usually converted by the 
corporation ‘into plant extension, ma- 
chinery and material. The surplus has 
thus been transmuted into business cap- 
ital months or years before the belated 
record of the change into capital ac- 
count is made on the books of the cor- 
poration and confirmed by a stock divi- 
dend. Called upon to produce this sur- 
plus, a sale or mortgage is the only 
alternative. Thus ordinarily surplus has 
a legal rather than an actual existence. 
If surplus exists as cash, it is usually 
to meet maturing obligations or uncer- 
tainties such as multiply during or after 
an industrial crisis or war. Not many 
months back the great industrials, then 
and now having millions of book sur- 
plus and now issuing stock dividends, 
were. borrowing money in astronomical 
figures for twenty years at 7 per cent. 
to 8 per cent., which they still owe, 
clearly showing their surplus was not 
cash, 

Business men, partnerships and corpo- 
rations at the end of each year, or 
when conditions warrant it, transfer 
surplus to capital account. The corpo- 
ration, being a creature of the law, has 
to do it by a stock increase—the busi- 
ness man by a mere book entry. The 
corporations in so doing are charged 
with seeking to avoid taxation. 

Taxation of surplus is effective as a 
political slogan, but it is unreasonable 
to suppose that so long as a Govern- 
ment can get sufficient income from the 
fruit it will fell the tree. What would 
in effect be a capital levy is rarely re- 
sorted to except perhaps in time of war. 
A subsidy to our shipping venture at the 
price of established industry on land 
would be an anomaly. 

Riot and revolution are direct and de- 
cisive in their effect upon industry and 
labor; but a factory can be repaired 
or rebuilt.. Unjust and uneconomic tax 
laws are insidious and lingering; repara- 
tion comes only after prolonged human 
distress.

A PICTURESQUE PARK. 


What. Might Be Done With the 
Abandoned Old Morris Canal. 


To the_Editor of The New York Times: 

THE TIMES recently reported the aban- 
donment of the Morris Canal by the Le- 
high Valley Railroad to the State of New 
Jersey. A decade ago, in anticipation 
of this, elaborate plans were drawn to 
make over the. bed .of the -canal into a 
motor boulevard with various expensive 
if not ‘beautiful architectural embellish- 
ments. Considering the number of good 
roads in New Jersey and the high cost 
of maintenance this seems a mistaken 
plan. On the other hand, to maintain 
the old canal, now about a hundred 
years old, as a park in the shape it has 
had for so long seems practical and de- 
sirable. 

Its towpath is a resort for pedestrians 
who are enabled to walk in safety hbe- 
tween the villages it connects; for fish- 
ermen and for those pedestrians who 
have lately appeared in such .numbers, 
the members of walking clubs. And 
while the towpath !Is thus used the 
waters of the canal are the resort of 
canoeists, skaters and swimmers. The 
eanal stretches from the Hudson at 
Jersey City to Phillipsburg on the Dela- 
ware, a distance of 101 miles, through 
the most picturesque part of the State. 
The part desirable for preservation as a 
park is that extending as far east as 
Newark, about eighty miles, and an 
eighty-mile park ready-made and to be 
had at the cost of upkeep is a rarity. 

Besides its locks and quiet reaches of 
water that mirror the surrounding 
woods, this canal has another feature 
that adds an unusual touch of the pic- 
turesque. The planes along its course 
were) the invention of James Renwick, 
engineer in charge, and are probably 
without counterpart in this country. In 
crossing New Jersey a rise of 900 feet 
had to be overcome in both directions, 
and so great were some of the rises and 
so sharp the angle that the employment 
of locks was out of the question, not so 
much on account of the cost of their con- 
struction as on account of the time con- 
sumed by boats in passing through and 
in the quantity of water necessary. To 
solve this difficulty Renwick devised ‘an 
inclined railway, or plane, on which ran 
framework cars, these in turn to be 
| drawn up the slope or let down in num- 
| ber as desired by_a cable running on a 
; drum, the drum in turn moved by a tur- 
| bine using water from the upper leyel of 
| the canal. When a boat approached the 
plane, a cradle, as the car was called, 
was run into the water, the boat floated 
on, the bottom of the boat engaged the 
bed of the cradle and the now loaded 
cradle was drawn by the cable upon the 
plane for its trip either up or down. One 


plane took the place of many locks; the 
two successive planes east of Boonton 
take care of a rise of about 140 feet. 

It is to preserve this canal that New 
Jerseyites should take action and many 
a New Yorker will help.

ARMENIAN REFUGEES. 


A Call to Admit to Our Shores Those 
Who Have Kin Here. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


There are 300,000 Christian refugees - 


from Smyrna now in Greece or neigh- 
boring islands. There is neither suffi- 
cient food, clothing nor shelter for them. 
They cannot return to Smyrna to be 
massacred afresh, nor remain in Greees, 


where they are dying rapidly—some 300 ~ 


a day. Their plight will be more. pitiable 
when they are joined by. the refugees 
from Thrace “and Constantinople.

Have we not sent money? - Yes. And .

When the 
Turks reached Smyrna, an American 
Admiral, Bristol, asked Kemal for time 
to save the civilian population. From a 
burning city 300,000 souls were saved 
under the protection of the American 
flag alone. The forces of the European 
powers were uniformly absent. The 
respite won by Admiral Bristol was em- 
ployed in commandeering (with Amer- 
ican destroyers) a dozen vessels lying 
off Mitylene and embarking, day and 
night, what was left of a martyred pop- 
ulation. Under our flag they were saved 
and transported to Greece—their fami- 
lies disrupted, their: occupations wiped 
out, penniless, forlorn: and in Greece 
we have abandoned them. Their cry -to 
us is unheard, or we are repudiating Ad- 
miral Bristol, Consul Horton, the Near 
East Relief and our flag. 

It is a fact that recently a great 
Christian population was massacred, It 
is a fact that those who were saved 
were so saved only .by the protection 
of Americans and the help of our na- 
tional forces. It is @ fact that, by our 
agency, the refugees are now in Greece. 
We helped, as it were, to stem a tidal 
Wave; can we now turn away, saying 
our job is done and that we have no 
concern with the wounded and the’ 
wreckage? Is our hand to the plow or 
is it not? Are we proud that they were 
saved by Americans, and shall we be 
ashamed that we did not see it through? 

We can do one concrete thing. And> 
very definitely we can do no less. We 
can make,a little hole in our Chinese 
wall and admit those of the refugees 
whoi have relatives in these States (The 
others may die or be allowed to ask a 
more generous Brazil or Argentina to 


let them come and labor there.) To do: 


this our immigration law must have a 
codicil. The refugees are over the 
monthly quota, over the yearly quota, 
from Asia Minor. Some 50,000 of them, 
having relatives in this country to whom 
to go, are knocking for admittance. They 
are extras; their lot is exceptional; they 
are not an overwhelming number. - Al- 
ready a bill has been presented in Wash- 
ington to admit them as a special group. 
But Washington is alarmed. There is 
an air of foreign entanglement about 
this, and we must not be éntangled. But 
we are—we are entangled! We are en- 
tangled by a generous gesture!

A Careless Habit of Giving Credit 
Where Credit Is Not Due. 


To the Editor of The New York: Times: 

In THE New YorxK Times of December 
10, you print a letter from Mr. Bernard 
Rosenberg on Omar Khayyam and A. 
E. Housman. Mr. Rosenberg remarks, 
‘* since, as Emerson puts it, ‘the dice 
of God are always loaded.’’ After 
years of silent suffering I rise to make 
a@ most emphatic appeal against the 
popular habit, encouraged. even In our 
schools, of giving credit where credit is 
not due. In the particular case men- 
tioned, Emerson was only quoting an 
old, old Greek proverb. In the case of 
a book recently published, by name 
** Foursquare,’ Tennyson, for instance, 
is quoted as the author of that famous 
line, ‘‘foursquare to the winds of 
fortune.’’ If the author had taken the 
trouble-to study (as few modern authors 
seem to find time to do) the Divine 
Comedy of Dante, she would have found 
the line, “ben tetragono ai venti’ di 
fortuna.’’ Doubtless Dante himself was 
quoting a time-worn’ phrase that could 
be traced back many centuries. 

These are small matters, perhaps, but 
I can give my argument a much wider 
application. To illustrate, I will give’ 
you the facts in regard to a few 
strangely stupid misconceptions which 
are tavght in our public schools (at 
least. 1 was taught them, or dllowed. to 
believe they were correct). 

1. Columbus was not the first to de- 
cide, and prove, the earth was round. 
Every educated person from the time 
of Greek civilization knew the earth 
was round. As one Instance, witness 
the Ptolemaic system of astronomy. 

2. Copernicus was not the first to be- 
Heve, or demonstrate, that the earth 
goes around the sun, not the sun around 
the earth. Witness Pythagoras. 

3. Newton did not discover gravity, 
but formulated the universal law of 
gravitation. Tell that to some boy of 
ten or fifteen, and he will be incredu- 
lous—as if people did not have eyes to 
see, and brains to think with, long be- 
fore Newton.

FINDS DANGER IN PALESTINE 


Eight Cardinals, Including Mgr. 
Bonzano, Are Elevated—En- 
cyclical at Christmas.

ROME, Dec. 11.—At a secret consistory 
today for the eievation of eight new 
Cardinals, Pope Pius XI. made his first 
appearance in an important function be- 
fore the Sacred College and delivered an 
allocution which provides the only ink- 
ling which the world so far has had of 
what the program of his Pontificate is 
likely to be. 

‘““The peace of Christ in the kingdom 
of Christ’’ must be the motto of the 
Church, the Pope said. He approved the 
policy of his predecessor on the question 
of Great Britain’s Palestine mandate 
and would adopt and continue the pro- 
test first made by Benedict XV. in ref- 
erence to the mandate. 

The Pope expressed pity for the East- 
ern nations and the intention of helping 
them, as also Russia, increasing charity 
as the needs for charity increase. The 
Chureh, he seid, must prove itself 
worthy of being called the~‘‘ leader in 
charity.’’ 

He reaffirmed the Church’s intention of 
never giving up the struggle to restore 
peace and order in the world, not for- 
getting, however, to temper justice with 
charity. 

Calis Palestine Danger Grave. 


The Pope referred to the case of Pal- 
estine as one of the gravest dangers for j 
the peace of the world. | 

‘The settling of the question of the 
Holy Land rights of Catholics and all} 
Christians must be safeguarded,”’ he | 
Mid. ‘The Catholic Church has so} 


many interests there that she must in- 
si€t on protecting them, not only against 
Jews and infidels, but also against all | 
nen-Catholics, to whatever creed or na- 
ti@a they belong.’’ 

After expressing horror and grief for 
the disasters which have overtaken the | 
Near Eastern nations and Russia, he 


Bae: 

‘* We will do everything in our power 
to, continue the work begun by Benedict 

.. and whijch he left us as a legacy. 
Indeed, we will increase it, as we have 
a:ready done in the past. We intend 
to live up to the noble traditions of 
the Roman Church, which was called by 
St. lenatius the:‘ leader in charity.’ We 
will use every.effort in favor of peace, 
which is so longed for but has not yet} 
shed its healing rays upon suffering 
humanity.”’ 


Will Advise Brussels Conference. 

At the coming conference of the Ailtes | 
eat Brussels the Vatican will urge the} 
delegates to bear in mind the suffering | 
of peoples andthe remedies which can be } 
applied, but will. remind them also “ that 
conferences are useless, indeed that they 
lead to dangerous delusions -unless the 
Governments decide to temper justice 
with mercy."’ ; 

The Pope in saying that he wanted 
to make ‘the peace of Christ in ‘the 
Kingdom of Christ’ the motto of. his} 
Pontificate, decared that this unites his 
policy with that of Benedict XV, who 
always insisted on the necessity of a} 
Christian Peace, and of that of Pius X, | 
who wanted to restore all things inj} 


‘- Christ. 


He ended by stating that a more 
detailed exposition of his program would 
be given in an encyclical which will be 
published at Christmas. 

Every recent Pope has been in the 
habit of publishing an encyclical con- 
taining the program of his pontificate 
shortly after being raised to the throne, 
but Plus XI. has continually postponed | 
the date. Over a month ago it was 
understood that he would publish it on 
the occasion of the consistory. 

Pius XI. appeared to be in good 
health, which relieved many anxfeties | 
among the cardinals, the rumor having | 
spread that he was not well. It was} 
remarked that the Pope, who had been 
accustomed to lead an open-air life, 
felt the absence of his usual exercise, 
but now he is regaining usual excellent | 
health and spirits. 


Elevation of the Cardinals. 


ROME, Dec. 11 (Associated Press).— 
The ceremony of elevating the new 
Cardinals today was held in the Hall 
of the Consistory in the presence of all 
the Cardinals .living in Rome. They 
were headed bw Cardinal Vincenzo 


Vannutelli. The Pontiff. delivered an 
address in Latin describing and prais- 
ing those whom he intended to raise to 
the Sacred College, ending with the 
traditional formula in which the consent 
of the Cardinals for the appointment 
of new members is requested. 

The Cardinals elevated were: Megr.| 
Achille Locatelli, Nuncio at Lisbon; Mgr. 
Giovanni Bonzano, Apostolic Delegate at 
Washington; Mgr. Henriguez Rey y 
Casanova, Archbishop of Toledo; Mer. 
Alexis Charost, Archbishop of Rennes; 
Mer. Eugenio Tosi, Archbishop of Milan; 
Mer. Arthur Stanislaus Tonchet, Arch- 
bishop of Orleans; Mer. Giuseppe Mori, | 
Secretary of the Congregation Council | 
of Jesuits and the Rev, Franz Ejlrle, ! 
formerly the Vatican Librarian. | 

At 10 o'clock the Pope, attend@a by | 
his ectlesiastical court, entered the hail | 
where. the Cardinals were assemble’ and 
seated himself on the throne, which was 
covered with crimson damask. He were 
the mozzetta, a short, red velvet, fur-: 
trimmed cape; the falda, a white taffeta 


‘train, and a-red stole. 


In his. address the Pope, after his 
references to the Cardinals-elect, asked 
the Sacred-College the formal question: 
*‘Has any one anything to say?’’ The! 
Cardinals, in response to this question, 
which is a relic of the days when their 
consent was needed for the appointment 
of new members of their body, rose and 
bowed, lifting their red skull caps in 
sign of consent. 


Anxiety for Peace Voiced. 


After the Cardinals had 
formal assent to the nominations, the 
Pontiff delivered his allocution. He 
referred to the conference at Genoa and 
similar meetings, asserting that he 
would reiterate to the forthcoming Brus- 
sels conference his exhortation to the 
Genoa delegates to consider remedies for 


the sad condition of so many of the 
world’s peoples. 

He voiced his great anxiety for the 
pitiable condition into which the East- 
ern peoples were thrown “ by the recent 
catastrophe,"’ and recalled what the 
Holy See had done in the way of allevia- 
tion, ‘‘though remedies are always, 
alas! inadequate in such an extreme, 
condition. of things." Nor was there 
much less cause for sorrow, he said, re- 
garding the case of unhappy Russia. 

“Tf anybody with a heart can remain 
unmoved by such a piteous apectacle,”’ 
he said, *‘much less could the Com- 
mon Father remain indifferent. There- 
fore, we did all in our power to continue 
the work begun and left us as a_heri- 
tage by the inexhaustible charity of our 
predecessor. Not only did we continue 
it, but we increased it, according to the 
demand of ever-increasing wants." 

In regard to Palestine he recalled the 
allocution of Pope Benedict in the con- 
sistory of June 13, 1921, which charged 
that the Jews were “taking advantage 
of the sufferings of the inhabitants due 
to the war,’’ and deplored the privileged 
position enjoyed by the Jews in Pales- 
tine, “‘ which,”’ he said, “is dangerous 
for Christians.”

Cardinal .Bonzano, after the formal 
visit announcing his elevation, delivered 
an address and received a throng of 
Italian and American friends. He spoke 
feelingly of his service as Apostolic Del- 
egate in the United States, declaring 
that the Church there was in a flourish- 
ing condition and that he would always 
remember the noble nation and people 
with whom the Pontiff had privileged 
him to associate. 


Recipients of Papal Honors. 


Just before the death of Benedict XV. 
a year ago it was said to be his inten- 
tion to recall the Most Rev. Giovanni 
Bonzano from Washington as Apostolic 
Delegate and to invest him with high 
dignity in the Curia preparatory to his 
being made a Cardinal. The rumor was 
revived when it was reported that the 
new Pope would hold his first consistory 
last March, 

Mer. Bonzano came to this country as 
Papal Delegate in the Spring of 1912, 
succeeding Cardinal Falconio, but with 
the additional title of Apostolic Visitor 


Extraordinary. He readily gained the 
confidence of Catholics in this country. 
On the eve of his departure from Rome 
he was consecrated Titular Bishop of 
Mitylene and later was made Arch- 
bishop. Born in Vigevano, Regione of 
Pavia, he began his career as a mis- 
sionary {n China. From 1904 until 1912 
he was rector of the College of the 
Propaganda and a domestic prelate of 
Pius xX. 

activity in church unity called 
forth the praise of Pope Pius X.; his 
diplomacy in handling temporal friction 
between Irish Catholics and those of 
other nationalities, that of Benedict XV., 
while his successful intervention between 
certain organizations established for war 
purposes with the authority of the Vati- 
can ‘and the Hierarchy here, which found 
some of their rights transgressed, when 
these organizations were to be perpetu- 
ated, inspired congratulations from the 
present Pontiff. 

Cardinal Charost, Archbishop of 
Rennes, was Bishop of Lille during the 
war and faced the German invaders with 
patriotism and a dignity that was not 


| considered to be surpassed even by that 


of his colleague in Belgium, Cardinal 
Mercier. He used his great influence for 
the protection of the weak and op- 
pressed and worked devotedly to relieve 
material and moral suffering during the 
four years’ occupation of his diocese by 
the Germans. A few months ago he 
succeeded Cardinal Dubourg as Arch- 
bishop of Rennes and Primate of Brit- 
tany. 

Father Ehrle is a learned German 
Jesuit, a Lfe-long friend of the Pope, 
and ranks with him among the most 
eminent ecclesiastical librarians in the 
world. It is understood that Pius X. 
found Ehrle reluctant to accept the red 
hat, as during his oye 3 term as librarian 
at the Vatican he had become thor- 
oughly Italian and did not wish to, be 
elevated as a German Cardinal; besides, 
he was a simple priest devoted to cata- 
loguing. It is said that several audi- 
ences with the Pope were held before 
these objections were overcome. 

While at the Vatican Hbrary Father 
Ehrle inaugurated the system of var- 
nishing anclent codices in order to pre- 
serve them. Hts process is said to have 
been imparted to the late J. Pierpont 
Morgan shortly after the latter had re- 
stored the Ascoli cope.

‘ A short circuit on a crowded Lexington 
Avenue subway train at the height of 
the rush period yesterday morning start- 
ed a blaze. A panic followed that .was 
put down by the guards and Police re- 
serves. Motor trouble on a southbound 
Broadway and Seventh Avenue express 
in the west side. subway at about the 
same time caused great confusion at the 
Seventy-second Street and Times Square 
stations. Many thousands were delayed 
by both accidents. 

A flash followed the short cfreuit on 
the Lexington Avenue train, and the 
ten cars came to a stop at the Ninety- 
first Street station. <A fire alarm was 
turned in, and when the firemen re- 
sponded they lowered a ninety-foot lad- 
der from the street ievel through an 
emergency exit. About 200 passengers 
climbed up the ladder and made their 
way to the street. 

Some sparks caused a little rubbish on 
the tracks to smolder, and a pungent 
odor of burning paper and insulation 
pervaded the train. Captain James 
Noonan of the Hast 104th Street Station 
followed the firemen, and, with his po- 
lice reserves. assisted the more. excited 
persons to the street.

There is no way of telling just at this 
time how many lives were saved by 
Fireman Frahk Maixner of Engine Corn- 
pany 83 at a fire shortly before mid- 
night last night on the second floor of 
52 East Fourth Street, but every fire- 
man of Engine Companies 33 and 55 hope 
the number will. be large because each 
wants to adopt one of the survivors. 

The fire started on the second floor of 
the five-story building in the loft occu- 
pied by Klein & Sons, according to the 
police. It had a good start by the time 
a patrolman of the Fifth Street Station 
noticed it and turned in an alarm. By 
the time Engine Companies 33 and 55 
reached the scene the loft on the second 
floor was filled with dense smoke. Fire- 
man Maixner forced an entrance and 
groped through the loft to get the win- 
dows open to let the smoke out. 

After performing his.task the fireman 


heard a dog’ whining in a far corner. of 
the loft. Maixner groped his way until 
his hand rested on the dog, which was 
unable to walk. The fireman placed the 
animal under his arms and made his 
way to the street. h 

When he got to the street Maixner 
found that the dog was a brown colile. 
The firemen immediately named _ it 
‘* Smoky. Joe,” after the famous chief. 
A few moments later, however, the name 
was lengthened to ‘‘ Smoky Josephine.”’ 

Josephine was in great distress from 
the smoke she had breathed before being 
rescued and when the fire was well in 
hand Fireman O’Brien and Snyder of 
Engine: Company 55 worked over her and 
revived her somewhat. Then it was 
seen that Josephine was worried over 
other: things. The arrival of junior 
‘* Smoky oes’’ and ‘‘ Smoky Jose- 
phines '’ was imminently expected. 

Battalion Chief John J. P. Waldron 
put the dog in his red automobile and 
she was taken to the Hospital ofthe 
New York Women’s League for Animals 
at 850 Lafayette Street. Mrs. George 
Bethune Adams and Dr. Bruce Blair 
made Josephine comfortable on a pile of 
blankets and gave her treatment. Then 
she was placed in a kennel.

Brick Stable in Ebling Plant De- 
stroyed With Stock of 
Saloon Fixtures. 


MAIN BUILDINGS SAVED 


Church and School Menaced Before 
Blaze Is Put Out—Dam- 


age $100,000. 


Fire, which threatened to destroy the 
large Bronx plant of the Ebling Brewing 
Company in St. Ann’s Avenue yesterday 
morning, was confined to the two-story 
red brick stable, which was wrecked. 
The damage was estimated at $100,000. 

Starting, it is believed, in the hay and 
fodder loft of the old stable building, 
the flames spread quickly and sent up 
columns of dense smoke which clouded 
the section for many blocks. Herman 
Mehlhop, superintendent of the stable, 
which had been used as a warehouse in 
recent years, turned in the first alarm, 
and as the rest of the plant was threat- 
ened, two more alarms were sent in and 
Fire Chief Kenlon took charge of the 
situation. 

Twenty automobile trucks and bar- 


room fixtures of pre-Volstead days were 
destroyed. The fire spread to window 
sills of the old ale building, used for 
the manufacture of syrup, but made no 
headway in the main plant. For a time 
{t was feared that the St. Peter and St. 
Paul Catholic Church and rectory in 
158th Street and the Parochial School in 
Brook Avenue would be burned. 
William Ebling, President of the com- 
pany; Louis M. Ebling, Vice President, 
and Theodore Haebler, Secretary and 
Treasurer, watched the building burn. 
When the flames made their greatest 
progress in the stable William Ebling 
said he feared the entire plant would go.

INJURED TRIO VANISH 


Two Men and a Woman Desert 
Limousine After Accident in 
‘Columbia Heights, Brooklyn. 


A big Mmousine went roaring west 
through Orange Street in Brooklyn just 
after midnight this morning, ‘crashed 
into an electric light pole where the

Contributions for the neediest cases 
are Christmas gifts which produce. bene- 
fit on the largest possible scale. They 
will, besides caring for immediate naeds, 
make a new future for many unfor- 
tunates. They will save hundreds of 
ehildren‘for their mothers, poor widows 
who cannot earn enough to feed and 
shelter them. They will save lives, espe- 
elally im cases where worry is making 
disease more deadly.

‘ Professor Herbert F. Schwartz would 
like to know just how much damage 
was done by this insect and what was 
the nature of the package in which it 
was found. 

‘Did they bore their way in or was 
the package open? He wants to publish 
a notice of this incident in the Museum 
Journal. 

“This insect is related to the larder 
beetle, which @estroys bacon, ham, &c., 
by boring in the rind.”’ 

‘When questioned as to the habits of 
the insect: Commissioner Simon stated 
that it usually bores into the cube of 
morphine and; once entrenched, proceeds 
to eat its way out. He then gave a 
demonstration by prodding Dodo with 
the end of a pen. The bug, which had 
beeh sleeping, rose on its hind legs, 
stretched and made for the nearest 
cube, which it attacked with surprisin 
yoraciousness, drilling in mue th 
Same manner as a woodpecker on the 
limb of a tree. After a few moments 
it ceased to eat and rolled quietly over 
on its side. 

Bventually the insect addict may be 
turned over to the Museum of Natural 
History, but Commissioner Simon says 
that for the present at least Dodo Will

The Rey. Percy Stickney Grant, rector 
of the Episcopal Church of the Ascen- 
sion, has written a book of poems and 
dedicated it to his fiancée, Mrs. Rita 
Lydig. <A book of essays, issued at the 
same time through Harper & Brothers, is 
dedicated to Joseph S. Auerbach, lawyer, 
and in it Dr. Grant discusses the im- 
mortality of George Bernard Shaw, the

Orders for the two ships will be given 
today and the contracts are to go to the 
Mersey and Tyne yards. It was origin- 
ally estimated that the two ships would 
cost £12,500,000, but it is understood the 
total expenditure will not reach that 
amount, as the tenders received were 
somewhat lower than anticipated.

Tony Sarg’s “ Don Quixote.” 


Very few or none of the marionette 
plays that have made Tony Sarg famous | 
xmong children of all ages can have 
been as well adapted to his pecullar ar- 
tistry as “Don Quixote” proved itself 
yesterday afternoon at the Punch and 
Judy. It is not merely that its tiltings 
|at windmills and tossings in a blanket, 
the cavortings of Rosinante and~ the 
antics of Sancho Panza’s ass work like 
magic upon the childish imagination, 
; though that is.much. In one very im- 
| portant respect this puppet play of the 
melancholy Don is more intimately in 
keeping with the spirit of Cervantes 
than a play with real actors could pos- 
sidly be. 

We have here a character and a story 
upon which modern psychology and sym- 
pathy for. suffering heave wrought sad 
Pavoc. For us of the nineteenth century 
and afier, madness is essentially tragic 
and idealism of whatever-sort essential- 
ly noble. Though we tell one another 
that Cervantes, was a satirist; that his 
great novel exorcised romantic. chivalry 
from Europe by. laughing it down the 
wind, we respond rather to the loftiness 
of the Don’s Imagination than to the 
absurdities into which it led him. The 
travesty of the sixteenth century, in a 
word, has become for us rather grandly 
serious. If Cérvantes had been castin 
a dramatization of his novel, he woul 
probably have considered deeply the pos- 
sibilities of Lew Fields. In point of act, 
the only notable experiment was made 
hy Henry Irving, and the venture failed 
precisely, because it proved impossible 
on the stage to invest sixteenth-century 
horseplay with the nobilit and the 
vathos which the nineteenth century 
ea + 

Neitner Tony Sarg nor the children: of 
all ages who delight in him concern 
themselves much. with undertones and 
overtones. Whatever may be the casa 
with human actors, madness in a mari- 
| onette is broad comedy. Adventurs 
| after adventure, discomfiture after dis- 
| comfiture, evoke irresistible mirth. 
| hether this living skeleton in armor {3 
swept aloft by the sails of the windmill 
;or refuses to pay his shot at the inn 
because hotel bills were unknown in the 
age of chivalry, the spe of laughter 
has full Sway. It would be well if every 
literary critic approaching Don Quixote 
were required to see this unconsciously 
historical reconstruction by Tony Sarg.

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JUILLIARD MILLIONS: 
NOW AIDING MUSIC 


Selection of Students for Free 
| Education Reveals Founda- 
' tion Has Begun Work. 


NOW INVESTING $7,000,000. 


Trustees Pick Beneficlaries From 
4,000 Applicants—Appropriations 
Also Made for Other Purposes. 


The Julliiard Musical Foundation, de- 
scribed as the fairy godfather of Ameri- 
can music and musicians, has begun to 
function, it was learned yeéterday, when 
it became known that a number of 
aspiring students of music had been 
chosen for the free musical. education 
which was the design of the late Augus- 
tus D, Juilliard, who left between 
$12,000,000 and. $15,000,000 to found the 
fund. Dr. Kugene A. Noble, Executive 
Secretary of the foundation, said, how- 
ever, that.such an ambitious scheme re- 
quired a great deal of planning and that 
the doors were not yet open for all who 
desired to avail themselves of the fund. 

Protracted litigation by heirs of Mr. 
Juilliard, it was pointed out, had held 


back the carrying out of the wishes 
of the founder. lt was said that about 
$7,000,000 was now in process of inyest- 
ment for the foundation's plans and that 
eventually about $400,000 a year would 
be at the disposal of the trustees. 
Comprehensive pians for the future of 
the foundation are nearing completion, 
The Mugical Digest says in its current 
issue, and at the proper time Dr. Noble 
will issue a formal statement giving 
the scope and sphere of the foundation's

ese resided throughout the country, 
and to test their qualifications volun- 
teer committees served, reporting their 
verdicts to the Foundation's headquar- 
ters in the Guaranty Trust Building, 
Fifth Avenue and Forty-fourth Street.

PLAN FOR RADIO CONTROL. 


National Body Favors Federal Super- 
vision, but Not Monopoly. 


Aiming by Federal organization to 
wipe out the confusion which exists in 
the country’s radio industry, a series of 
conferences are under way in several 
principal radio centres, it was an- 
nounced yesterday in a statement issued 
by the National Radio Chamber of 
Commerce at its headquarters, 165 
Broadway. The chamber’'s plan, it was 
stated, excludes Government monopoly, 
but includes Federal supervision. Re- 


gional chambers are to be established 
throughout the country so that proper 
regulation may be effected for the pro- 
tection of every interest. 

‘* At the conference,'’ said the state- 
ment, ‘‘it was clearly brought.out that 
there existed an urgent need for a 
strongly centralized organization repre- 
sentative on the one hand of aijll 
branches of the radio industry—manu- 
facturer, broadcaster and distributer«- 
and on the other the so-called radio pub- 
lic, consisting of the users of receiving 
apparatus. 

‘*One of the larger objects discussed 
in Chicago and Minneapolis was a 
broadcasting ey | designed to initiate 
and support broadcasting programs of 
the highest type. In this connection it is 
proposed to enlist the active co-opera- 
tion of the public press, educational in-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Increased 
exports during October well distributed 
among most of the countries: of the 
world are shown in figures made public 
today by the Department of Commerce. 

Great Britain again was the heaviest 
purchaser of American products, taking 
exports valued at $83,928,054 as com- 
pared with $70,852,810 for. the preceding 
month. 

In October a year ago, Great Britain 
bought $84,951,115 in American products. 

The increases were attributed by de- 

partment officials largely to the an- 
nual seasonal shipments of cotton ex- 
cept in the case of South and Central 
American countries. Detailed statistics 
showing the nature of the commodities 
exported to these countries have not 
been fully analyzed by the department.

THE NEW YORK 
-EMPLOYES SHARE PROFITS. 


S. W. Straus & Co. Announces New 
Plan; Pensions Also to Be Paid. 


A mutalization plan, through which 
employes will share directly in the 
profits of the company, was adopted by 
directors of S. W. Straus & Co. at a 
meeting yesterday in the company’s of- 
fices. The announcement was made by 
Ss. Ww. Straus, President, at the annual 
dinner of 350 executives last night at the 
Ambassador Hotel. The adoption of the 
new plan, with the welfare policies now 
in effect, will .mean the distribution 
among members of the organization of 
at least $500,000, with additions as 
profits of the firm increase. - Mr, Straus 
explained that members of the organ- 
ization helped in creating the profits 
and that it was proper for them to get 
their share. 

‘*An amount equal to 10 per cent. of 
the sum paid in salaries to all members 
of the organization earning $4,000 a year 
or more will be set aside annually,” 
said Mr. Straus, “ the sums thus .set 
aside being paid to a Board of Trus- 
tees elected by employes. Ten. years’ 
service with the company is necessary 
before any individual can receive the 
funds set aside for him, but this phase 
of the plan is made retroactive for a 
period of five years to Jan. 1, 1918. The 
employe will receive his share of the 
fund when his term of employment with 
the company has reached ten years.”’ 

Mr. Straus also announced the estab- 
lishment of a pension endowment fund. 
One-half of the employe’s salary up to 
$20,000 a year will be paid after twenty 
years’ service, upon reaching the age of 
60, or when incapacitated for work, pro- 
vided he has been with the company 
twenty years.

Kohler Statute of Pennsylvania 
Is Declared to Exceed the 
State’s Police Powers. 


THE SURFACE OWNERS LOSE 


State Act Sought to Protect Them 
Against Subsidence Through 
Removal of Subsoll.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The United 
States Supreme Court today held uncon- 

titutional the Kohler act, passed by the 
Pennsylvania Legislature, prohibiting 
the mining of anthracite coal in a man- 
ner to endanger the lives or prejudice 
the property of persons occupying 
houses situated on the surface soil.

case, which was brought in the 
of H. J. McMahon and Margaret 
McMahon against the Pennsyl- 
Coal Company, originated in 
Scranton, Pa., when a number of houses 
were damaged when the subsoil caved 
in. The Supreme Court today held that 
the State had exceeded its police powers 
in the passage’ of the law, and that it 
deprived owners of the coal of valuable 
property rights without compensation. 
Justice Brandeis,’ however, argued that 
the State had a right to prohibit the 
use of the coal land or of coal mining 
beneath the surface where this consti- 
tuted a public nuisance. 

In the process of this suit through the 
Pennsylvania courts the coal company 
displayed a deed to the surface property, 
executed in 1873, giving the purchaser 
*the right to the surface, but stipulating 
that the coal beneath it might be re- 
moved. On this ground the coal com- 
pany argued that the purchaser of the 
surface land took the premises with the 
risk, and waived all claims for damages 
that might result from the mining of 
coal. 

The Court of Common Pleas held that 
the Kohler act, if applied to the case at 
issue, would be unconstitutional. The 
Supreme Court of Pennsylvania agreed 
that the coal company had contract and 
property rights protected by the Federal 
Constitution, but held that the Kohler 


law was a proper and legitimate exer- 
cise of the State’s police powers. This 


court directed a decree for the owners | 


of the surface. The company appealed 
to the United States Supreme Court. 

In handing down the opinion on the 
case today Associate Justice Holmes 
Bays: 

“The statute forbids the mining of 
a@nthracite coal in such a way as to 
cause the subsidence of, among other 
things, any structure used as a human 
habitation, with certain exceptions, in- 
cluding —s them land where the sur- 
face is Owned by the owner of the un- 
derlying coal-and is distant more than 
340 feet from any improved property be- 
longing to any other persons. As ap-

GROWS TWO NEW APPLES. 


State Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tlon Develops Improved Fruit. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Dec. 11.—Two 
new apples—the Cortland and Tioga— 
the former a cross between the Ben 
Davis and McIntosh and the latter from 
the Northern Spy and Sutton, have been, 
developed by horticulturalists at the 
State agricultural experiment station at 
Geneva, according to reports from that 
city today. The new fruit is being dis- 
tributed to members of the New York 
Fruit Testing Co-operative Association, 
Inc., for seedings. 

The Cortland is said to be the most 
promising for New York, New England 
and the commercial apple region of Can- 


ada. The fruit ds larger and brighter 
hued than the McIntosh and has the 
same flavor, but keeps longer. The 
Tioga is described as a “ late keep 4 
yellow apple with a springly flavor. 


OPPOSES SHIPPING WASTE. 


American Rallway Officlal Appeals 
for Transportation Efficiency. 


An appeal to shippers and receivers 
not to ‘‘ waste transportation’’ by 
guarding the loading and unloading of 
freight cars was made yesterday to M. 
J. Gormley, Chairman of the Car Service 
Division of the American Railway Asso- 
ciation. Cars should be loaded the day 
they are placed, Mr. Gormley said, to 
cubical or 10 per cent. above marked 
capacity, and only the number of cars 
actually required for shipment should be 
ordered. 

“This appeal to shippers,’ said Mr. 
Gormley, “ is made with the full knowl- 
edge that railroads recognize their own 
responsibility for apm movement of 
loaded and empty equipment ag being 
one of the primary measures necessary 
to avold waste of transportation.”’

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WAR FRAUD RECORDS 
SAID TO BE STOLEN 


Knatson Tells the House Many 


Documents Are Missing From 
Attorney General's Files. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Representa~ 
tive Knutson, Republican whip, charged 
in the House today that the records in 
many war fraud cases had been stolen 
from the files of the Department of Jus- 
tice before the Harding Administration 
came into power. These thefts, Mr. 
Knutson asserted, were seriously ham- 
pering Attorney General Daugherty in 
the prosecution of war fraud cases. 

*“‘The records in a number of war 
fraud cases were found to be myste- 
rilously missing when Attorney General 
Daugherty took office,’’ said Mr. Knut- 
son. ‘The present Attorney General 
has. been unable to locate them, and it 
has hampered the Government in its 
presentation of cases against war-time 
profiteers.’’ 

“Who gave you that information? ”’ 
asked Representative Byrnes of Ten- 
nesseé, , 

“ High officials of the Department of 
Justice,’’- replied Representative Knut- 
son, who declined to give any further 
information on the subject. 

Mr. Knutson’s charge was made dur- 
ing general debate on the Justice and 
State Departments appropriation bill. 


Democrats asserted that Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty’s office had failed to 
show results in the prosecution of war 
frauds. 

Representative .Husted of New York, 
in charge of the bill, replied that stead 
progress was being made in the wor 
and that several indictments already 
have been obtained. 

Chief Justice Taft informed Chairman

The will of Senator Knox left $600 to 
one servant, $500 each to four others, 
end $300 to one. He left an income of 
1,000 each to Harriet Knox and Mary

Kathleen Knox, daugh- 
ter of his son, Hugh 8S. Knox, got 
$50,000. 

Senator Knox gave $40,000 to his wife, 
Lillie S. Knox, and put the residuary 
estate in trust for his wife and his 
children, Rebecca Knox Tindle, Reed, 
Hugh S., and P. C. Knox Jr. They get 
the income in equal shares, and upon the 
death of the children the principal goes 
to their heirs.

It fs under- 
stood that Robert Von Moschzisker, 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania, will be appointed. 

Chief Justice Von Moschzisker called 
upon President Harding today in com- 
pany with Senator Reed of Pennsylva- 
nia. Later he saw Attorney General 
Daugherty. Those who assume to know 
the President’s mind say that he is 
disposed to appoint as Associate Jus- 
tice Pitney’s successor a man from the 
same circuit. This circuit includes Penn- 
ersey. 

Pennsylvania has not had representa- 
tion on the United States Supreme Court 
for more than twenty years. Senators 
Reed and Pepper and Governor Sproul 
have recommended Chief Justice Von 
Moschzisker, who has made a brilliant 
record in the Pennsylvania courts. 

Justice Von Moschzisker is American 
born, of an American mother. His 
father was a famous Pole, who came to 
this country after having occupied the 
acne 8 of literature in an English uni- 
versity. 


With Republican leaders in this State 
urging upon President Harding the ap- 
pointment of a New Yorker to the place 
on the United States Supreme Court 
bench which will become vacant when 
Associate Justice Pitney of New Jersey 
retires, Kentucky is bringing forward 
a eat-nephew of John Marshall, first 
Chief Justice. as a candidate, in the 
person of William Marshall Bullitt of 
Louisville.

IS JOSEPHTHAL PLEA 


Counsel Says Former Member 
Owes $200,000 Instead of 
Company Owing Him. 


ASKS. FOR A_ REFEREE 


Court Reserves Decision on the 


Application for a 


Recelver. 


Supreme Court Justice Gavegan re 
served decision yesterday on an applica- 
tion by Henry J. Schnitzer, former mem- 
ber of the Stock Exchange firm of Jo- 
sephthal & Co., for the appointment of a 
receiver of the present firm on the 
ground that when the firm of which he 


was & member was dissolved last Feb- 


ruary and a new one formed, the new 
firm took over assets in which he had an 
interest. Hé also asked an injunction 
to restrain the members of the present 
firm from disposing of any of the assets. 

Clarence J. Shearn, in behalf of the 
Josephthal firm, pleaded with the Court 
to appoint a referee to hear the case 
and examine the accounts, which he con- 
tended would show that Schnitzer’s share 
of the assets of the firm of which nal 
had been a member had been wiped out 
by losses for which he was mainly re- 
sponsible, and that Mr. Schnitzer owed 
the firm $200,000 in addition. 

Justice Gavegan said he was inclined 
to appoint a referee as suggested, In 
view of the offer by Mr. Shearn to give 
a bond for $800,000 or any other sum 
that Max D. Steuer, counsel for Schnit- 
zer, thought necessary, but Mr. Steuer 


insisted that his client was entitled to 
| receiver as a matter of right. 


Asks For Briefs. 

“They are trying to ruin us,” re- 
torted Judge Shearn hotly. ** They 
know well that a Stock Exchange firm 
in the hands of a receiver would not | 


last five minutes. No customers would | 
give it any orders, and the receiver 
could not transact any business because 
jhe would have to be a member of the 
Stock Exchange.’’ 

Justice Gavegan then told the attor- 
| neys to exchange briefs and submit them 
}to him on the legal right of the plain- 
tiff to the appointment of a receiver, 
on Mr. Steuer’s contention that Louis |} 
M. Josephthal had taken the law into 
his own hands in expelling his partner 
and forming a new firm including sev- 
eral new partners, and for that reason 
should be compelled to account to Mr. 
Schinitzer at once. 

The argument revealed the answer of 
the members of the Josephthal firm to 
the complaint of Mr. Schnitzer, alleging 
that he was expelled because’ of a trans- | 
action for $25,000 involving the Hercules | 
Paper Corporation. The defendants al-| 
lege that Mr. Schnitzer interested Mr. 
Josephthal in the paper company, telling 
him that it had 100,000 shares of stock | 
of which 35,000 were to be left in the] 
treasury and 65,000 sold. It is alteged 
| that of the 65,000 which were to be sold 
by Charles C. Walsey, President of the} 
paper corporation, Mr. Walsey was to 
retain 20,000 shares, while Mr. Joseph- 
thal and Mr. Schnitzer would take 15,- 
000 shares each, and a similar block 
would go.to a lawyer. 

The defendants allege that Mr. Jo- 
sephthal drew a check for $25,000 to pay 
for his 15,000 shares of stock, but that} 
Mr. Schnitzer turned over only $12,500 
to Mr. Walsey and kept the rest. It 
is alleged that it was understood be- 
tween Walsey and Schnitzer that the 
money was to be so divided. An affi- 
davit to that effect has been made by 
Mr. Walsey, it was alleged. It is in 
| connection with this transaction that Mr. 
ultzer alleges Mr. Josephthal ac-| 
cused him of a criminal act and threat- 
prosecution before ousting him 
the firm.

Firm Is Reorganized. 


Mr. Shearn stated that the firm 
| doubled its interest in the Hercules Pa- 
per Corporation later, and then under- | 
took to underwrite $400,000 of the stock. 


| The firm also began speculating in the 


stock by operating both buying and sell- 
ling accounts. The stock dropped from 
| $28 to $8 a share when the paper slump 
| took place in 1921, and finally the com- 
pany went into the hands of a receiver. 
| It was reorganized, but again got into 
| trouble and the firm lost the $400,000. 
| The arg&{ment showed that Mr. Joseph- 
|thal and Mr. Schnitzer formed the firm 
jin 1916, the former putting in $1,600,000 
|and the latter $300,000, and when that 
| firm expired {n 1919 the shares were in- 
|} creased to $2,000,000 and $800,000. Mr. 
| Steuer argued that when his client was 
| expelled and the present firm organized 
it took over $8,000,000 in assets in which 
| Mr. Schnitzer had an interest. He in- 
| sisted that the books of the firm had 
|} been manipiulated so that the $800,000 
| capital of Schnitzer was represented to 
| have been lost. 

Mr. Shearn replied 
firm was organized 
$1,169,000 remaining 
| capital held by two 
ners, and that the ‘‘ large sum of as- 
seta’ referred to by Mr. Steuer con- 
sisted merely of the accounts of custom- | 
ers, which did not belong to the firm 
and could not be touched by any of the 
partners. 

‘‘For ten months we have been liqui- 
dating the old firm,’’ said Mr. Shearn, 
‘““and our books have been open to Mr. 
Schnitzer at all times. We have ac- 
counted for every dollar. We took over 
ithe burden of the bad debts with which 
the firm was loaded up. We got $500,000 
of’fresh capital and were able to nurse 
along the doubtful accounts, most of 
which Mr. Schnitzer brought in, and 
kept the customers from ony! sold out. 
We have collected over $140,000 during 
all these months when we have been 
bearing the burden of these accounts, 
and we are ready to account.” - 

*“*T would like an explanation of the 
delay in bringing this suit,’’ said Jus- 
tice Gavegan. 

‘““We didn’t delay one hour when we 
found that the defendants absolutely 
refused to do anything,’’ said Mr. 
Steuer. ‘‘ We haven't been able to see 
all the books, for they claim that the 
private ledger has _ been lost. Imagine 
a Stock Exchange firm making a claim 
like that.”’ 

Mr. Steuer, in behalf of Mr. Schnitzer, 
contended that there was no evidence 
that his client got the $12,900 in any 
division of the proceeds of Mr. Joseph- 
thal’s check for the Hercules Paper 
stock.

of Agriculture, he stated. In fact, he 


added, the Department of Agriculture 
will not lose any of its principal di- 
visions of bureaus under the plan.

in Refusing Alms Permit 
to Volunteers. 


ORDINANCE NOW IN COURTS 


General Says Welfare Commissioner 
Disregarded Advice of City 
Law Officers. 


General Ballington Booth, head of the 


Volunteers of America, replied yesterday 
to the charge made by Commissioner 
of Public Welfare Bird S. Coler that 
the Volunteers had not ‘“‘ kept faith ”’ 
with the Department of Welfare and 


‘were therefore not entitled to permission 


to solicit alms on the streets for Christ- 


mas enterprises, In his use of the pow- 


ers bestowed under the city ordinance 
of Dec. 1921, Generali Booth holds that 
the Commissioner is administering the 
law with ‘‘an arbitrary and uneven 
hand.’’ It is this ordinance that makes 
it necessary for the Commissioner of 


Public Welfare to grant permission to 
all organizations before they can solicit 
money on the highways. General Booth 
contends that the Commissioner, through 
this power, can strangle any organiza- 
tion, and the Volunteers are now 
attempting to have the court wipe the 
ordinance off the _ books. General 
Booth's statement follows. 

‘We feel the people of this community 
are entitled to know the facts with 
regard to Bird S. Coler’s unwarranted 
attack upon the Volunteers of America 
as carried in today’s press. We have 
no doubt that when such facts are 
known the action of Mr. Coler, as Com- 
missioner of Public Welfare, will be 
condemned by all people who are inter- 
ested in the administration of the great

Says Power Is Purely Arbitrary. 


trouble with the ordinance in 
question is that it has placed in Mr. 
Coler’s hands a purely arbitrary power. 
this ordinance Mr. Coler can 
grant or withhold a permit for the so- 
licitation of funds in this city with or 
without cause and in accordance with 
his own personal bias or whim. He can 
strangle to death the Volunteers of 


America, the Knights of Columbus, the 
Salvation Army, the Little Sisters of the 
Poor or any other great charity, and he 
need give no reason for his action either 
to the charity or the public. 

"That is precisely what Mr. Coler ap- 
pears to be doing in the case of the Vol- 
unteers of America. If the ordinance 
stands and is continued to be adminis- 
tered by Mr. Coler that purpose will be 
accomplished as far as the conduct of 
our charities in this city is concerned. 

‘In the Spring of 1922 the officers of 
the Volunteers of America applied to 
Mr. Coler for a three weeks’ permit to 
stand on the streets and receive funds 
for Christmas distribution to the poor. 
This request likewise was refused by 
Mr. Coler and no reason was given for 
such refusal save that the Volunteers of 
America was litigating the validity of 
the ordinance in question. In_ other 
words, the Volunteers of America was 
guilty of lése-majesté. 


Validity of Ordinance Questioned. 


‘“‘The question whether the ordinance 
referred to is a valid enactment is now 
pending decision in the Supreme Court, 
and it would therefore be proper for us 
to express an opinion thereon at the 
present time. Mr. Coler’s statement that 
the matter will be heard in the Supreme 
Court on Dec. 15 is not true, Mr. 
Coler ought to know. Final argument 
on the question was had before Justice 
Mullan of the Supreme Court on Dec. 6, 
1922. Mr. Coler also knows the reason 
for any delay in bringing the matter on 
for argument. 

‘Every adjournment in the case has 
been had at the instance of the law 
officers of the State and city who are 
charged with the duty of presenting Mr. 
Coler’s side of the case, and such ad- 
journments have been largely for the 
purpose of giving the city’s law offices 
sufficient time to convinge Mr. Coler of 
the error of his ways. 

‘Both the District Attorney's office 
of the County of New York and the 
Corporation. Counsel's office of the City 
of New York have advised Mr. Coler 
that the ordinance {n question Was never 
intended to be enforced against the 
Volunteers of America or any similar 
charity. Mr. Coler has flatly refused to 
follow the advice of the law offices of 
the City of New York in this matter 
and has even broken faith with them in 
the promise which he made to them 
that he would issue a permit to the 
Volunteers of America to collect funds 
for Christmas, 

‘The Volunteers of America is a New 
York organization which has existed 
through the generous support of the 
people of this country since 1896. Every 
dollar that the Volunteers of America 
collects is expended among the poor and 
needy people of the United States. Last 
year the Volunteers of America dis- 
tributed at their respective posts in 
Greater New York sufficient good and 
nourishing food to provide for 15,000 per- 
sons at Christmas time. 

“The Volunteer Prison League sends 
packages of shoes, clothing and toys to 
the wives and children of more than 
1,000 inmates of State prisons, Colonel 
Keppel, our regimental officer, explained 
fully to Commissioner Coler’s represen- 
tative the reason. for leaving the old 
home on Staten Island and transferring 
the children to the new one, the rea- 
son being there was so small a number 
of children. Hundreds of childten have 
been cared for at this home. Commis- 
sioner Coler’s criticism is as unjust as 
it is unfounded.”
